MAKES A TRIP DovVN 
SOUTH IN HIS PLANE 

When it comes to flying fun, 
John W. Floyd, 38 years old, 46 
North Walcott Street, Indianapolis, 
Ind., is right in there having as 
much or more than the rest of the 
boys. 

Floyd, who has been a deaf-mute 
since birth, recently returned from 
a 3,500-mile flight into Mexico, and 
judging from pictures he brought 
back with him, he had a gay time 
south of the border. 

If he could talk, he probably 
would be one of aviation’s most 
convincing salesmen. And he does 
pretty well with a pad and pencil, 
pointing out that it took him only 
33 hours and 10 minutes of flying 
time to complete his journey. 

Floyd made a forced landing on 
a Mexican highway during a storm, 
but took off about 35 minutes later 
without damaging his plane. He 
spent three days in Monterrey, 
Mexico. 

He ended his trip at Sky Har¬ 
bor Airport where he keeps his 
Taylorcraft airplane and where he 
learned to fly in April, 1944. An 
employe of P. R. Mallory & Co., 
Floyd has chalked up a total of 238 
flying hours since he received his 
private pilot certificate in July, 
1047. 

He rates his first solo flight at 
Sky Harbor Airport as the No. 1 
thrill of his life. His instructor, 
George E. DeVan, gave him 25 
hours of pre-solo instruction, coach¬ 
ing him with hand signals and 
notes written during flight.—In¬ 
dianapolis Star, July 25, 1948.

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Editorial— 

The Annual Picnic at the Archi¬ 
bald Memorial Home this year was 
attended by about a fair crowd. 
Preliminary estimates show that 
there will be a profit of about $400. 

The contrasts in the above para¬ 
graph are plain, it took 150 
persons buying meal tickets to' con¬ 
tribute $400 to the Home. This 
is well over two dollars per per¬ 
son. Indiana has probably, about 
2,000 to 2,500 deaf people. If each 
of these were behind the Home 
to the extent of $2.00 each year 
then the Home would be able to 
spend $4,000 to $5,000 each year on 
things that would bring more com¬ 
fort to the people now there or to 
build up a fund that will soon be 
able to build an addition to the 
Home which will soon be necessary. 

If you could not be at the Home 
for the Picnic then why not send 
in your $2.00, donate it to the Block 
Fund, donate it direct to the Build¬ 
ing Fund, or whaever you will, but 
send it and help all you can. If the 
Home could get this kind of sup¬ 
port every year it is reasonable to 
feel that in time it will not be 
necessary for anyone to write edit¬ 
orials like this, it will not be neces¬ 
sary for the deaf of Indiana to be 
asked to help the Home several 
times a year. Once the Home is 
well on its feet and the income from 
the crops can all be used for the 
Home and not have to be used for 
equipment that all needs to be re¬ 
placed at the same time, we can 
well feel that the Home will be 
able to care for itself and for all 
the deaf who need its protection 
and care. 


SAFETY RECORD OF 
DEAF-MUTES GOOD 

Men, women and children long 
have argued about who are the 
safest automobile drivers. Then 
there are others who argue that 
truck drivers, taxicab drivers, cer¬ 
tain age groups and even persons 
employed in certain business class¬ 
ifications are the safest. Statistics 
show, however, that deaf-mutes 
are the winners. 

Annually, in the United States 
almost 40,000 persons are killed 
and another million are injured 
because of highway accidents. The 
driving record of the deaf-mute, 
however, is unbelievably good, state 
and national highway safety groups’ 
record show this fact. 

In Indiana, there are no sepa¬ 
rate totals of how many accidents 
deaf-mutes are involved in, but 
Merle Remley, chief examiner of 
the driver’s license bureau in In¬ 
dianapolis, says he knows the re¬ 
cord is very low. 

Some Here Have Permits 
Mr. Remley says about 300 such 
handicapped persons are licensed 
drivers in Indiana. Locally, there 
are several such licensed motor¬ 
ists. 

Five main reasons are given for 
the deaf-mute’s remarkable driv¬ 
ing record: 

1. He obeys an iron-clad rule 
against drinking. 

2. Each time he gets behind the 
wheel, he drives as though he were 
not taking a test not only for him¬ 
self but 'for all physically handi¬ 
capped people. 

3. His powers of observation and 
alertness are highly developed. 

4. No conversation or outside 
noises distract him. 

He believes in the Golden Rule 
and practice it. 

The deaf-mute in Indiana is 
given the same driver’s test as 
other people when he first applies 
for a driver’s license. The only 
stipulation is that when he drives 
he must have an outside look-back 
mirror on the car and an inside 
rear mirror. 

Obey Caution Rules 
Chase Brooks, driver’s license 
examiner for Wayne, Union, Fay¬ 
ette, Franklin, Decatur and Rush 
counties, says deaf-mutes who ap¬ 
ply for licenses are always very 
alert ,pay much more attention to 
highway signs and markers and 
always use hand signals in making 
turns. 

Both Remley and Brooks say: 
“’There are many pointers about 
driving that persons who are not 
handicapped can learn from those 
who are.” 

Some states require deaf-mutes 
applicants for driver’s licenses to 
pass a much more careful examina¬ 
tion, both practice and written. 
’Some also require the would-be 
deaif-mute motorists to pass a 
character examination after he 
has hurdled the other tests.
